A contract was recently exchanged that has enabled Moulton 
College to host a number of Olympic Training Camps for the 
British Paralympic Fencing and Equestrian Teams. 


The agreement has enabled training to take place at 
Moulton College in the run up to the London 2012 
Paralympics. Participants from across the UK have 
already converged on Moulton during the months of 
May, June and August to take part in a hugely 
successful series of training camps. Seasoned 
competitors and younger hopefuls, including some 
up and coming wheelchairfencers from the Talented 
Athlete Scholarship Scheme (TASS), took part in the 
first residential Olympic Training Camp to be held in 
Northamptonshire. The camps are held at the 
Pitsford Sports Arena where athletes are provided 
with strength and conditioning training, 
physiotherapy support, technical skills training and 
nutritional information. 

The official London 2012 Games Operations Team 
were also in attendance during the first camp in May, 
collecting athletes’ measurements for their Team 
GB training wear and Stella McCartney designed 
formal wear, all supplied via Team GB partners 
Adiddas and Next. 

Moulton College’s partnership with the GB fencing 
Team has been hailed as a major achievement and 
a significant factor in the team’s preparations in the 
run up to the London 2012 Olympics. One of the 
Olympic hopefuls commented that she travels all 
over the country to take part in fencing and the 
facilities at Moulton College were amongst the best 


she had ever seen, commenting that “the perfect 
wheelchair access and spotlessly clean facilities 
were tremendous”. All of the squad gave Moulton 
College a massive seal of approval due to the ease 
of access and the layout of the facilities which 
enabled the camp to bring all of the technical 
requirements under one roof. 

Work is also underway with the GB Para Equestrian 
team, where Moulton has been hosting training 
camps for the last 2 years in partnership with the 
British Equestrian Federation and the World Class 
Development Squad. Athletes have been attending 
specialist coaching camps at the College with a view 
to making the selection grade for the London 
Olympics. 

Athletes have been able to train in the purpose built 
equestrian facilities and also access the world class 
equine therapy services that operate at the College. 
Riders can use the purpose built swimming pool and 
aqua treadmill to help to condition and prepare their 
horses for optimum performance.

Villagers take on energy giants 
in row over wind turbine plans 


RESIDENTS of a tiny Northampton village 
took part in a peaceful protest yesterday 
after claiming a 700 strong petition 
against plans for wind turbines on their 
doorsteps have been ignored. 

Campaigners from the Protect Winwick 
group - which was set up to fight plans by 
energy giants E.ON to build seven turbines 
in Winwick - took their banners to the 
energy company’s headquarters, in 
Coventry, in what they have dubbed a 
‘David and Goliath’ fight. 

After sending 400 letters of protest and 


a 700 signature petition to Daventry 
District Council the plans are now going to 
the Planning Inspectorate after E.ON 
claimed the authority took too long to 
make a decision. 

Campaigner Sue Sherman, 60, from 
Winwick, said: “This potential desecration 
of our village by E.ON is on a truly dreadful 
scale and we are digging deep to save our 
precious countryside for future 
generations. 

“E.ON has so many of these planning

MP demands 
better deal 
for our cops

NORTHAMPTON South MP 
Brian Binley has hit out at what 
he sees as the ‘raw deal’ being 
dished out to Northamptonshire 
Police when it comes to funding 
from Central Government. 

On Tuesday, the MP held talks at 
Weston Favell Police Station with 
the Home Secretary Theresa May 
the Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
and Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis. 

Mr Binley is concerned 
Northamptonshire Police is 
grossly underfunded when com¬ 
pared to other shire counties. 

The Conservative MP has 
accused the current funding 
system of depriving 

Northamptonshire Police of more 
than £1.8 million during the past 
three years. 

Under the present funding 
rules, Government cash is split 
between forces depending on a 
number of factors, including 
population and levels of 
deprivation and crime. 

Some areas then benefit from 



the so-called ‘damping mecha¬ 
nism’, which prevents some of the 
larger forces, including the 
Metropolitan Police, from losing 
cash no matter what funding 
formula is in place. 

The damping effect was intro¬ 
duced by the Labour Government 
and has worked against a county 
like Northamptonshire by stop¬ 
ping it getting the higher grant it 
should have got under the 
formula. 

Mr Binley has calculated the 
system had cost 

Northamptonshire Police almost 
£1.9m in the last three years. 

Speaking to the Herald & Post, 


Mr Binley said: “I did have a 
meeting with May about the 
funding of the police in 
Northamptonshire. 

“I believe the county of 
Northamptonshire is getting a 
raw deal from Central 
Government for the police. 

“The police in this county are 
second from the bottom of the 
league per head of population 
when it comes to funding. 

“I believe the review of the 
finances has worked badly 
against the county. 

“Over the next three years there 
will a loss of 100 from active duty, 
300 non police staff and 30 
PCSOs.” 

Speaking about his meeting 
with the Home Secretary, Mr 
Binley said he felt there had been 
some hope of better things in the 
future but he warned her he 
would be keeping on the case. 

He added: “I was pleased to get 
some assurances. 

“But I will be keeping up the 
pressure on this Government like 
I did with the last.”

POLICING was top of the agenda when 
the Home Secretary Theresa May met 
the Chief Constable of 
Northamptonshire Police, senior 
officers and safer community teams as 
she visited Northampton on Tuesday. 

The Rt Hon Mrs May MP held a private 
meeting with Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee at Weston Favell police station in the 
company of Northampton MPs Michael 
Ellis and Brian Binley. 

She then went straight into the sta¬ 
tion’s briefing room for an informal dis¬ 
cussion with frontline officers which 
was chaired by Steve Lang, the Safer 
Community Team sergeant for the east 
of Northampton. 

This was followed by a visit to the near¬ 
by Eastfield estate, together with Mr Lee 
and Chief Inspector Fay Tennet, where 
she met Safer Community Team officers 
and Eastfield Residents’ Association 
representatives at St Alban’s Church. 

Mrs May said: “I have seen how 
residents have worked with the police to 
take control of the estate. 

“I am very keen to see more bobbies 
on the beat and that is why I have 
removed a lot of bureaucracy to allow 


officers to get out and on the front line. 

“The cuts have to be dealt with as there 
is a deficit and the Home Office and the 
police are no different. 

“The cuts are challenging but 
manageable.” 

Northampton South MP Mr Ellis, who 
arranged the visit, said: “It was a won¬ 


derful visit and a very significant thing 
to have the Home Secretary visit 
Northampton. 

“It was very important for her to speak 
directly to the Chief Constable. 

“She was able to talk to the Residents’ 
Association and she spent a lot of time 
listening.” 



We don’t want past problems to return, says resident 


Sheron 

Watson 


A SECRETARY of a Residents’ Association 
has spoken of her fear that the estate could 
revert back to a crime hotspot due to 
financial cuts imposed on the police and 
county council. 

Eastfield Residents’ Association’s Sheron 
Watson had the opportunity to raise her 
concerns with Northamptonshire Police 
Chief Constable Adrian Lee as well as the 
Home Secretary Theresa May during 
Tuesday’s visit. 

Earlier this year, the Association presented 
a special award to the police for their work 
to drive down crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

But now, Mrs Watson is concerned all this 
good work could be at risk due to cut backs 


being carried out by Northamptonshire 
County Council and Central Government 
reducing the grants it gives the Force. 

Mrs Watson, who is also a member of the 
Northampton Federation of Residents’ 
Associations, said: “I told her about our 
concerns about policing cuts and about 
street lighting going out. 

“Our fear is with these cuts and the lights 
going out then we will see things change. 

“It could have a detrimental impact. 

“I hope they don’t cut policing numbers 
and I hope the county council do a U-turn 
over the street lights. 

“We had a problem in the first place and 
this was when a lot of people got on board 
and said enough was enough.” 


Cash stolen from company 

MORE than £1,500 was taken from under the noses 
of a family business in the middle of a working day. 

The cash, and three cheques, were taken from the 
office of Wootton Tyre and Exhaust Centre, on 
Newport Pagnell Road, Northampton, after owner 
Gary Lockyer had cashed up the takings from the 
previous day. 

He then left the money in a banking envelope on 
the desk in the small back office where customers 
are taken to pay. He explained the theft happened 
some time between 10am and noon on Tuesday, 
August 23. 

Mr Lockyer said what was particularly upsetting is 
that most of the customers who use their 12-year- 
old family company - which is run by himself and his 
son Daniel, with his father Ray Lockyer as 
accountant - are regulars and well known to them. 

He added: “We had done the banking and 
everything for the day. I’ve got quite a small, 
personal office and I know most of my customers. 

“I left the banking on the table. When we came 
back in it was gone. There were customers coming 
in and out, that’s where they go to pay. It’s just 
upsetting because we know most of our customers. 

“It’s quite a lot of money in this economic climate. 
We do only take just a small amount of cash. 

“Normally my wife does the banking for us in the 
morning. Then it’s done and it’s not left lying about. 

“I do trust my customers. We try to give a good 
service. This has never happened before, 
fortunately. 

“You have to come up some stairs to get to the 
office.

CCTV used in more cases to aid 
fight against crime and disorder 


FIGURES released this week 
showed Northampton Borough 
Council’s CCTV Control Room dealt 
with almost 17,000 incidents in the 
town during the year between April 
2010 and March 2011. 

The council’s CCTV operators 
monitored and assisted police and 
other security staff in dealing with 
16,973 incidents - 1,624 more 
than last year, when there were 
15,349. 

The incidents included public 
order, theft and violence and the 
CCTV cameras were used to assist 
Northamptonshire Police in mak¬ 
ing 2,302 arrests in Northampton. 

The borough has 503 cameras, 
monitored 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. They cover the town 
centre, town car parks and the 
main arterial routes. 

The controllers also have a direct 
radio link to shops and licensed 
premises through the Retail Radio 
Link and Publink - radio networks 
that keep members in touch with 
information about suspicious 
activity and give speedy contact if 
an incident takes place. 

Last year, the controllers 
answered 3,454 calls from 
businesses. 

The town’s CCTV system consis¬ 
tently achieves the highest stan¬ 
dard in its twice-yearly audit by 


the National Security Inspectorate 
and earlier this year, Northampton 
Borough Council’s CCTV opera¬ 
tors won the British Security 
Industry Association’s regional 
award for Best Use of Technology. 

This was their fourth win in a 
row and they have also scooped 
the national award in the same 
category three times in recent 
years. 

Leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, Cllr David Palethorpe, 
said: “Our CCTV system has a 
significant part to play in making 
our community safer. 

“We’ve seen big reductions in 
crime in the town over the last few 
years and through our CCTV 
system we are able to support 
Northamptonshire Police in their 
work to identify people involved 
in crime and bring them to 
justice.” 

Sergeant Richard Cheshire, from 
the Crime Support Unit, said: 
“CCTV systems provide the Police 
with invaluable evidence and 
thousands of crimes have been 
detected as a result of images 
being captured on CCTV. 

“We will continue to work in 
partnership with Northampton 
Borough Council to make sure the 
streets of Northampton are safe 
for everyone.”

Top cop tells of tough cash times 

THE Chief Constable of Northamptonshire Police 
brought his concerns about Government cuts face to face 
with the Home Secretary Theresa May. 

Adrian Lee spelt out his thoughts on the spending cuts 
and how the force was working to limit the impact on 
frontline services. 

The Force estimated a deficit in the region of £20 million 
over the four year period and so far has saved in the 
region of £4m. 

They have implemented a process of increased efficiency 
in working practices, an organisational restructure, 
re-alignment of support functions, a programme of 
regional collaboration with colleagues in the East 
Midlands and scoping of shared services. 

The current programme of change looking at support 
functions is estimated to further contribute £6.8m. 

CC Lee said: “I welcomed the visit of the Home Secretary 
and appreciated the fact that she took time out of a busy 
schedule to come to Northampton. 

“We spoke about the Force’s current performance, 
including the challenging performance framework which 
she supported. 

“I was able to report further reductions in serious 
acquisitive crime - burglary, robbery and vehicle crime - 
building on the 20 per cent reduction in the two previous 
years. And also a 22 per cent reduction in anti-social 
behaviour, coupled with a growing confidence in how the 
county is being policed.” 

The Chief briefed the Home Secretary on the four-year 
finance plan and spoke of his own confidence and that of 
Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constabulary (HMIC), in 
delivering it. 

And he said she was very keen to understand the current 
levels of morale within the Force. 

He added: “Given all the challenges we face, I was able to 
report back very positively on that aspect.” 


Blaze hits rail services 

A FIRE on a freight train in Buckinghamshire caused major 
disruption to trains coming to and from Northampton. 

Network Rail said all services were suspended on the West 
Coast Mainline after the fire began at about at about 9.30am 
on Tuesday at Castlethorpe, near Milton Keynes. 

Fire crews put out the blaze on board the train which was 
travelling between Crewe Basford Flail and Felixstowe. 

Network Rail said the damaged train was removed and all 
four lines through the area were reopened by 1.40pm. 

A British Transport Police spokeswoman said the fire was 
not being treated as suspicious.

applications around the UK they probably 
couldn’t even point to Winwick on a map. 
But this is our home and we shall fight on, 
whatever the cost.” 

Villagers took with them to the protest a 
David and Goliath poster, created espe¬ 
cially for the campaign by artist and 
Winwick supporter Chris Fiddes. 

Another villager Phillip Bradbury said: 
“Our David and Goliath poster shows 
exactly what we are up against - a village 
of 40 people tackling an energy giant with 
multi-million pound resources. “But 
remember how the story of David and 
Goliath ended. And remember too, that 
unlike E.ON, the villagers of Winwick are 
fighting to preserve the 
Northamptonshire landscape for genera¬ 
tions to come.” 

A spokeswoman for E.ON energy said: 
“We believe our proposals to build a seven 
turbine wind farm near the village of 
Winwick in Northamptonshire are appro¬ 
priate for the site and we welcome the 
opportunity to discuss these further at a 
public inquiry which is expected to be 
held in early 2012. 

“As our existing sites throughout the UK 
show, we have a strong track record of 
being open, honest and working with 
local communities at all stages of 
developments.”

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Cat horrors happen 
again and again... 


I AM writing in response to 
your article in the Herald & 
Post on August 25. 

For the first time ever I am 
not putting my name to this 
writing in order to protect my 
cat. 

I have had two cats killed in 
separate incidents in the past 
three years. 

One was poisoned when I 
went out for a birthday lunch 
with my family. 

I came back home, she 
didn’t. She didn't come home 
in the morning, that was not 
like her at all, so I rushed to 
print the usual notices, cat 
missing, etc, because believe 
me, it is usual around here. 

A neighbour who backs on 
to my land came round and 
said he thought he had my 
cat. I obviously asked is she 
dead? He replied in the affir¬ 
mative. I went out into my 
garden and looked over into 
his garden before he had time 
to get home and she was there 
in a drawer dead. I screamed 
my head off. 

He put her safely away until 
the evening when a friend was 
to bury her. 

She had looked peaceful. 

Next day in the village shop I 
was talking about her and 
another neighbour from the 
back gardens again said he 
saw her dying quite horribly 
and I asked why didn't he get 
her to the vet, oh he didn't 
know whose cat it was, blah 
blah. 

Anyway, the look of absolute 
horror on my face must have 
registered, so he said no more. 

I at the time thought it was 
an unfortunate accident, like 
eating slug pellets which are 
poisonous. 

I have also read that people 
are killing cats with anti¬ 
freeze and I have read the sen¬ 
tences etc, as you quote that 
could be applied to cat killers 
if found. 

My little cat I got as a kitten 
to keep my older cat company 
went missing at 6am on 
February 1, 2011. He went out 
as usual to perform his ablu¬ 
tions and never came back 
and was never seen, not by 
the paper boys, the postmen, 
nobody. 

A little friend with whom he 
used to play went missing two 
days later at exactly the same 
time in exactly the same way. 

So there we were, two cat 
owners who had never met 
before, bumping into each 
other while putting up our 
notices, pushing them 
through doors, looking in 
dustbins, ringing the council 
to ask them to check their 
rubbish. Nothing.

cuddling a friend whose cat 
had died without a mark on it, 
she was told where he had 
been seen dead and found 
him in a dustbin. 

This goes on and on, as I 
mentioned above, the usual 
notices. 

A little while later, I had a 
special constable around 
about an entirely differnt 
matter and she said nothing 
could be done about cat 
killers, how stupid was she? 

But in a different way, noth¬ 
ing can be done, because they 
can never be found out, can 
they, they don't boast about it 
but there are so many, even 
on the Jeremy Vine show, 
when one of the premier 
league footballers was 
admonished for having an air 
rifle at his football club, what¬ 
ever, people were actually 
ringing the show saying how 
useful air rifles were shooting 
cats that got into one’s garden. 

Jeremy Vine was obviously 
in shock and moved on with 
his programme. 

I really really only want you 
to read this, because if I write, 
the people who lose their cats 
comfort themselves by think¬ 
ing foxes got them, well, in my 
case with my little cat I know 
that not to be true because I 
have living creatures in my 
garden that foxes do 
decimate. 

It's not me I am scared for, 
it's my adopted older cat 
which I do not let out the 
back. 

It's so so cruel, believe me, 
one can never find out who 
they are and it happens all the 
time in this village. 

At least I know cat killers can 
have consequences if they are 
found and I didn’t know that 
before. 

So thanks for that and 
thanks for reading this, it real¬ 
ly is an outpouring of grief I 
suppose.

IT’S a salutary lesson to sit 
inside a police mobile speed 
camera van as an observer and 
see motorists driving by 
exceeding the speed limit. 

First of all you think ‘thank god 
it’s not me’ and secondly you 
can’t believe how many drivers 
go so fast and do not even slow 
down when they see the camera 
or van. 

The cameras are there to catch 
those behind the wheel breaking 
the speed limit but also can be 
used to prosecute those using a 
mobile phone while driving or 
not wearing a seatbelt. 

So it was on a Thursday morn¬ 
ing I found myself watching PC 
John McQuaid setting up the 
camera and checking everything 
was working correctly before 
video taping. 

The mobile speed cameras are 
out on the roads in the county 
seven days a week. 

If caught, drivers face three 
points on their driving licence 
and a £60 fine. 

Motorists are offered the 
opportunity to go on a speed 
awareness course which means 
they do not get any points on 
their licence. 

The course is part of a 
Government initiative to 
improve the driving of those 
motorists caught fractionally 
over the speed limit - particular- 


ALL 40 speed cameras 
might be switched off 
across Northamptonshire 
but you can still get a 
speeding ticket. The police 
have a dedicated team of 
officers who go out on the 
roads in four mobile speed 
vans to catch drivers 
breaking the law. To find 
out more LAWRENCE JOHN 
spent time on duty with PC 
John McQuaid out on 
patrol in Wollaston. 

ly in urban areas. Only drivers 
caught doing less than 38mph 
on a road with a 30mph limit 
can attend the courses.

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effect and they need to beware of 
all the hazards. 

“Going on the two to three hour 
course means no points and you 
have not been found guilty of 
any offence. 

“An awful lot of them learn a lot 
and go away better drivers.”

During the hour-and-a-half I 


was with him in Wollaston he 
caught 21 motorists. 

The speed the drivers were 
doing in a 30mph zone included 
36mph, 41mph, 42mph and the 
fastest while I was there drove 
through at 48mph. 

He said: “The public like to see 
the cameras out and about. 

“We are not in the game to 
penalize anybody, rather we 
want people to slow down and 
not to break the law. 

“My job is to uphold the law as 
speeding has not been reduced.”

THE county’s first ever 
sexual assault support 
website has been launched. 

It has been created by the 
Serenity referral centre which 
helps victims get support and 
offers advice and guidance on 
how victims can get in touch. 

The site launches one year 
on since the doors of the cen¬ 
tre were first opened to 
victims for self referrals. 

Whereas previously victims 
would have had to report 
incidents to the police before 
being directed to the correct 
support services, through 
Serenity victims are able to go 
direct to the centre. 

Nearly 500 victims of rape or 
serious sexual assault have 
been through the doors of 
Serenity since it opened a 
year ago, 90 of which were 
men, 130 were aged 14 to 18 
and 127 were aged up to 13 
years. 

Of all those who 
approached Serenity for 
support, 404 were female. 

Serenity is the first centre of 
its kind in the county. 

Victims of sexual assault are 
able to receive sensitive and 
discreet support from a ‘one 
stop’ location. 

The self-contained and 
secure facility provides a sen¬ 
sitive and discreet service to 
anyone, male or female, in the 


county who has been a victim 
of rape or serious sexual 
assault. 

It is hoped the website will 
allow victims to view the serv¬ 
ices from any location, find 
out what help is available and 
how they can access it. 

The support from Serenity is 
available free, 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week and pro¬ 
vides a range of resources 
including reporting facilities 
and medical examinations. 

Victims can be referred to 
Serenity through the police, 
other agencies or through 
self-referrals; they do not 
have to make a report to the 
police to access the service 
but can be helped in speaking 
to a specially trained officer if 
they wish to. 

Glynis Bliss, Serenity man¬ 
ager, said: “We hope the web¬ 
site will make it easier for vic¬ 
tims to find out about 
Serenity and the help they 
can get. Serenity has been a 
tremendous success in its first 
year and we have been really 
encouraged by the feedback 
from both victims and other 
agencies. 

“Victims do seem to be reas¬ 
sured and made more confi¬ 
dent by the environment we 
can provide and the dedicat¬ 
ed Crisis and Support work¬ 
ers.”

A COUNTY MP is joining 
more than 60 politicians 
nationwide in backing a 
campaign to restrict 
pornography on the 
internet. 

Andrea Leadsom, 

Conservative Member of 
Parliament for South 
Northamptonshire, has 
joined a cross-party group to 
support a call for an ‘opt-in’ 
access model for internet 
pornography. 

The campaign, which was 
first called for in Parliament 
last November by Claire 
Perry, MP for the Devizes, is 
encouraging UK-based inter¬ 
net service providers to 
restrict universal access to 
pornographic material. 

They suggest this can be 
done by putting in place an 
opt-in system at the network 
level of their service, that uses 
age checks to allow a user to 
access adult sites. 

Mother-of-three Mrs 
Leadsom said: “Parents are 
understandably worried 
about the ease with which 
their children can view 
pornographic content on the 
Internet. 

“We are calling on British 
internet service providers to 
share the responsibility of 
keeping our children safe 



online and on ministers to 
regulate if the industry fails to 
come up with a solution.” 

The group is also launching 
a Parliamentary Inquiry into 
the current state of online 
child protection beginning in 
September, in which the 
executive officers of Britain’s 
largest internet service 
providers have been invited 
to give evidence. 

The campaigning MPs have 
also written to Prime Minister 
David Cameron to ask for his 
support and met ministers to 
ask for assurances that 
Government will regulate 
internet content if the 
industry fails to find its own 
solution.

Road to play big 
regeneration role

A NEW £12 million route 
could be the key to 
creating jobs and regen¬ 
erating derelict land. 

West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporat¬ 
ion’s planning committee 
has approved an applica¬ 
tion for a vital new road in 
Northampton. 

The plan, which was 
submitted by the 
Corporation itself, 

comprises a 1.6km route 
between the Bedford Road 
and Ransome Road near 
the town centre. 

As part of a wider regen¬ 
eration plan, it will enable 
the transformation of 
derelict land along the 
River Nene into a land¬ 
mark development, 
attracting new jobs and 
investment. 

The road will assist the 
construction of new 
offices and homes on 
three interlinked brown¬ 
field sites. 

They include the former 
Avon Cosmetics factory, 
the old Nunn Mills power 
station and the former 
Ransome Road landfill 
site. 


WNDC’s director of 
regeneration and devel¬ 
opment, Chris Garden, 
said: “The Nunn Mills 
development road is part 
of a bigger picture for 
Northampton’s waterside 
area. 

“Along with the infra¬ 
structure improvements 
already underway, it will 
support the transforma¬ 
tion of derelict land into a 
thriving location for peo¬ 
ple to live, work and 
invest.” 

Funded by WNDC, a 
number of projects are 
already being delivered to 
support the redevelop¬ 
ment of this waterside 
location. 

These range from the 
under construction 
Becket’s Park Marina, to 


the junction improve¬ 
ments being carried out 
between London Road 
and Ransome Road. 

The Avon and Nunn 
Mills sites are also part of 
Northampton’s new 
Enterprise Zone which 
was announced by the 
Government two weeks 
ago. 

The road is estimated to 
cost in the region of £12m 
and will be delivered by 
WNDC and the land- 
owners. 

The Corporation is also 
preparing a Compulsory 
Purchase Order to acquire 
a section of land required 
for the new road. 

The site, which runs 
between Avon and Nunn 
Mills, is currently in 
unknown ownership.

A FATHER-TO-BE has been put 
behind bars for two months 
after buying a stolen car and 
stripping it to sell the parts on 
eBay. 

Josh Halpin-McDonald, 21, 
who lives in Northampton, 
pleaded guilty at Bedford 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday to handling stolen 
goods and failing to surrender 
after buying the £5,000 Mazda 
RX8 for £50 between March 6 
and May 4 this year. 

The vehicle was found in the 
garage of a home in Brickhill, 
Bedford, after police searched 
the property. 

The homeowner told 

officers that Halpin-McDonald, 
who previously lived in Bedford 
but has since moved to 
Northampton with his preg¬ 
nant girlfriend and her five chil¬ 
dren, had hidden the car in her 
garage. 

Officers identified the car as 
one which was stolen from 
Shaah Brothers, in Tavistock 


Street, Bedford, in March. 
Camille Giffard, prosecuting, 
said: “The vehicle had been 
stripped of most items which 
were found while searching the 
property. 

“There were two other 
people who brought the car 
round to the location. Halpin- 
McDonald said he purchased 
the vehicle for £50. 

“He said he had stripped the 
car but wouldn’t take full 
responsibility. He said it was his 
ex-partner who asked him to 
strip the car. He was 
planning to sell the parts on 
eBay.” 

Halpin-McDonald also plead¬ 
ed guilty to failing to surrender 
after he didn’t turn up to a previ¬ 
ous court hearing on May 26. 

Defending, Simon Cocksedge 
said: “He came to Bedford two- 
and-a-half years ago. His girl¬ 
friend has five children, he is not 
the father of any of them. She is 
pregnant with his child. He did¬ 
n’t know the car was stolen but 
accepts that he believed it was.” 

Halpin-McDonald was jailed 
for eight weeks.

PHIL DOWSON 


A good shout for skipper 



WITH Dylan Hartley away with 
England on World Cup duty, Phil 
Dowson is again likely to be the 
man that takes over as 
Northampton Saints captain dur¬ 
ing the hooker’s absence. 

Ever since he joined the club from 
Newcastle Falcons in 2009 it is a 
role that Dowson has regularly 
been entrusted with, any time the 
Saints skipper has been away. 

The back row, who may consider 
himself unlucky not to have even 
made England’s preliminary World 
Cup squad, believes that the hon¬ 
our is because of his talkative 
nature on the field. 

“I’m always vocal and I think the 
coaches see that, and they think, 
‘Well, he’s going to say it anyway so 
we might as well give it to him’”, 
Dowson joked. 

It is a role he takes seriously 
though. 

He said: “It’s not something I 
yearn after, but I’m obviously 
proud to captain Northampton 
when you look at the players who 
have done it in the past, or at the 
moment. 

“I’m very proud of it, but it’s not 
like I want to be captain or I’ll 
throw my toys out of the pram. It’s 


just something that happens really 
because I shout a lot. 

“We’ve got guys like Jon Clarke 
and Jimmy Downey who have been 
around a long time, and Lee 
Dickson as well. 

“There are lots of guys there that 
can step up and we don’t just want 
one person who is the voice on the 

I’m always vocal and the 
coaches see that 

pitch, we want everyone talking 
and to have their own areas of 
responsibility. 

‘I’m looking forward to being 
involved, but everyone in the 
squad is probably thinking that.” 

As well as being one of the senior 
squad members, Dowson has also 
made a huge contribution to the 
success the Saints have enjoyed in 
recent seasons, with his own per¬ 
formances. 

But last season Northampton fin¬ 
ished without a trophy for the first 
time in Jim Mallinder’s reign as 
director of rugby after throwing 
away a 16 point half time lead 
against Leinster in the Heineken 
Cup final. 


Like the rest of the squad, 
Dowson was hurt by that defeat. 
However, he has not been dwelling 
on it over the summer and is deter¬ 
mined that they will put things 
right this season. 

He said: “We had three weeks off, 
I got over it and it happens in sport 
sometimes, but it’s something now 
that has to motivate me and move 
it forward to get the best out of 
myself, and hopefully the squad 
will feel the same way. 

“It wasn’t ideal, we didn’t want to 
blow it in the second half and we’ve 
got to move on. 

“We’re over it, it’s a new year now, 
we start from scratch and we’ve got 
to build again. 

“We’ve got high standards and 
we’ve got big ambitions, and I think 
we saw that last year in terms of the 
way we played. 

“We need to keep moving for¬ 
wards, keep pushing each other 
and the guys who we have signed 
can hopefully make the squad even 
stronger and deeper, and we’ll go 
well. 

“The best thing is that while you 
are still playing, you’ve always got 
next week to get stuck into it and 
get over it.”

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MEET TWO OF THE NEW SAINTS . . . 


Ryan looks forward to Grayson influence 


RYAN Lamb is looking for a fresh 
start at Northampton Saints after 
enduring a difficult 2010/11 season 
with London Irish. 

The Exiles again missed out on the 
Aviva Premiership semi-finals after 
finishing sixth in the standings, while 
it was also a trying one personally for 
the fly half. 

Lamb found himself playing second 
fiddle to Chris Malone for much of the 
second half of the season and opted to 
switch to Franklin’s Gardens for the 
coming season. 

“It was tough,” says Lamb. “We didn’t 
get the results that we needed to and 
the coach mixed it up and I struggled 
to get my place back, but I think com¬ 
ing here is a new challenge. 

“I’m looking forward to working with 
Paul Grayson. I was lucky enough to 
work with Catty [Mike Catt] at Irish, 
which was fantastic, so to come here 
to work with another international fly 
half is fantastic for my development, 
so I can learn quite a lot. 

“My kicking out of hand has come on 
a lot in the last two years and if I can 
build on that with Grase [Grayson], 
which I’m sure I will, it can only stand 
me in good stead for the future.” 

Lamb was offered a one-year con¬ 
tract to stay with Irish, but turned 
them down to join Northampton on a 
longer deal. 

He also knows director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder and forwards coach Dorian 


West, having played under them when 
they were in charge of the England 
Academy. 

Lamb’s challenge now is to succeed 
where Shane Geraghty failed and 
wrest the Saints number ten shirt 
away from current holder Stephen 
Myler. 

Should he do that, the 25-year-old 
can then start to work his way back 
into the England set-up, having previ¬ 
ously played for the Saxons in the 
Churchill Cup. 

He is not thinking of that yet though, 
saying: “I don’t want to run before I 
can walk, I just want to play tough and 
hopefully compete with Stephen 
Myler. 

“He’s a fantastic player as well and 
with the competitive nature of the 
squad, it will only end well for both of 
us. 

“After that, if I can put in some good 
performances then who knows? I’m 
not thinking of internationals yet.” 

Lamb is one of ten new players to 
join the Saints ahead of the new cam¬ 
paign and he has been impressed with 
the strength in depth that Mallinder 
has added to the squad. 

He said: “I think this year they have 
recruited a few more players which 
have come in new for the World Cup. 

“So I think that the strength and 
depth of the squad has developed very 
well over the summer and I think Jim 
and Westy recruited well especially.” 




Samu opts out of USA squad to make mark at Saints 


SAMU Manoa has already made an impact during 
the early days of his Northampton Saints career, 
but rugby union was not the imposing American’s 
first choice sport. 

Manoa’s original sporting pursuits were the 
more traditional ones of his homeland - specifi¬ 
cally American football and basketball - but he 
was soon starring on the rugby field. 

After impressing for San Fransico Golden Gate in 
the Super League - the top-level domestic compe¬ 
tition in the USA - lock Manoa was signed up by 
Jim Mallinder, 

He explains: “I did American football and bas¬ 
ketball, I played wide receiver, quarterback when I 
was in Hawaii. I was one of the biggest quarter 
back’s in Hawaii. 

“I went out to Hawaii to play football then came 
back to California and went to play Super League. 

“I played back row when I first started playing 
then moved to number eight, then I didn’t start 
playing lock until I played Super League. 

“I can play back row, eight and lock, so it doesn’t 
matter to me as long as I’m out there." 

Being of Tongan ancestry, it is perhaps no sur¬ 


prise that he chose to play rugby. Indeed, grandfa¬ 
ther Mafana Manoa captained their national team 
in the 1950s. 

“Rugby has been in my family for a long time, my 
grandpa, my dad and my brothers played in 
Tonga,’’ said Manoa. 

“My dad used to play and I used to go to his 
matches and run around at his training sessions, 
then we finally got high school rugby where I lived 
back home in California and my dad and my uncle 
got me into rugby from there.” 

Moving to Northampton saw Manoa opt out of 
the USA side that is heading to the World Cup in 
New Zealand, and he is hoping he can make his 
mark straight away. 

He said: “I’m looking forward to playing some 
good rugby, to see how the rugby is here in 
England and the Premiership. 

“I want to see what I can do, see how I can play 
and improve on certain aspects and to see how far 
I can go with my rugby. 

“I’m still learning too - I’ve learnt the plays and 
the pace of the game over here. It’s faster than in 
the US and a whole different ball game over here.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Mallinder in same boat 
as most for Prem start 
without big name stars

THE Aviva Premiership may be missing 
many of its brightest stars when the season 
kicks off this weekend, but Northampton 
Saints chief Jim Mallinder is anticipating it 
will be just as tough as ever. 

On Sunday afternoon, the Saints welcome 
Gloucester to Franklin’s Gardens for their 
opening clash of what is set to be another 
long, hard campaign on domestic and Eu¬ 
ropean fronts. 

But their task has been made harder by in¬ 
ternational call-ups as eight of their squad 
are currently in New Zealand for the World 
Cup, meaning they are unlikely to see them 
for at least the first two months of the sea¬ 
son. 

The usual five suspects are with England, 
Soane Tonga’uiha is with Tonga, while new 
boys Vasily Artemyev and George Pisi are 
representing Russia and Samoa respectively. 
Gloucester are also missing seven players, 
with four in the Scotland team alone. 

The other ten Premiership teams are all af¬ 
fected to some extent, although Mallinder is 
wary about reading too much how big an ef¬ 
fect it will have on his or any of their oppo¬ 
nents. 

“It’s hard to call, isn’t it?” he said. “You 
would expect some of the teams that don’t 
lose many players to be strong and vice 
versa, but you don’t really know until you get 
into those games. 

“All we know is that we have got Gloucester 
first up. They will be losing a number of 
players, like us, and it’s going to be very 


tough because they beat us at Franklin’s 
Gardens last year. 

“We’re happy with the squad that we have 
got. It’s always ongoing, but I think last year 
we came a bit unstuck in a couple of areas 
and this year we’ve strengthened in those 
areas, and hopefully we’ll see that benefit us 
during the season.” 

The Saints went on a big recruitment drive 
towards the end of last season, bringing ten 
new faces ranging from promising young¬ 
sters to battled-hardened veterans. But de¬ 
spite the international call-ups, there will 
still be plenty of familiarity to the Saints 
side. 

The likes of James Downey, Jon Clarke, 
Paul Diggin, Lee Dickson and Phil Dowson 
are still available for selection and Mallinder 
is happy with the additions they have made 
to the team. 

He said: “You want a squad that is big 
enough to play top class rugby all of the time 
and if we know that we’re missing, during 
the Six Nations and a World Cup, a number 
of players, like we are, then you need players 
who can come in and fit in without letting 
the side down. 

“We’ve worked hard at getting those play¬ 
ers and I think across the board we have got 
them. 

“Early on it’s going to be difficult to rotate 
players because we’ve only got a certain 
number in the squad, and when you’re los¬ 
ing nine or ten then that restricts it anyway. 

“Hopefully, those players will play well and 
put pressure on the internationals coming 
back, and we need to get to that point where 
we are happy to play any of the players in 


the games. That then gives you the possibil¬ 
ity of changing things.” 

Northampton went a small way to aveng¬ 
ing their Heineken Cup final defeat against 
Leinster with a 19-14 victory over the Irish 
side in their final pre-season friendly at 
Donnybrook last Friday evening. 

Mallinder believes the lessons have been 
learnt from last season, particularly in re¬ 
gards to missing out in the European final 
and the Premiership semi-finals. 

“Looking back, what happened was that 
we had a poor Six Nations,” he said. 

“We had to win just about every single 
game to make sure we qualified for the 
semi-final of the Premiership and because 
of that I think a lot of the players played 
a bit more than we would 
liked. 

“If we had our ti 
we would have 
swapped things arc 
more. 

“There’s no hangover. In 
hindsight it was a very good 
season and to be involved in 
those big games at the end 
was fantastic. 

“It was a magic experience 
for everyone involved. Of 
course it hurt to lose and we 
were very disappointed to lose, 
but it’s good experience for the 
team and it has given everybody 
that extra incentive that it’s 
what we want to do. 

“We want to go on and win a 
major trophy.” 


HAD the economic turmoil of the past few years not 
happened, Vasily Artemyev could well have found himself 
plying his trade in a courtroom rather than on the rugby 
field. 

Rewind to 2008. Artemyev has just graduated from 
University College Dublin with a degree in law, but with the 
Irish economy in meltdown jobs are few and far between. 

Instead, he returns to his native Russia to join VVA- 
Podmoskovye and now finds himself preparing for his first 
ever Rugby World Cup and his debut year in the Aviva 
Premiership after joining Northampton Saints. 

“At the time the economic downfall came over Europe, 
and Ireland in particular, so there wasn’t too many job 
opportunities there,” explains the winger. 

“I want to pursue my professional sports career as well, 
so I just want to give it my best and concentrate fully on 
sport when my studies were done, and this is what I have 
been doing for the last two years. 

“I spent two years with the Leinster Academy but it was 
a bit difficult to juggle with my studies. My parents and I 
wanted me to get a degree first. 

“It was difficult at times, so in my final year I was just 
playing for the university team and that was when I got 
called up to the national team, so I had to look at things in 
a different perspective.” 

Artemyev first started playing rugby for a team in his 
hometown of Zelenograd aged nine before being sent to 
Blackrock College by his parents at the age of 15. 

What initially started off as a desire by his parents for the 
youngster to learn better English has blossomed into a 
career at the highest level. 

From playing for Blackrock and UCD, Artemyev now finds 
himself heading out to New Zealand for Russia’s first-ever 
appearance at the Rugby World Cup. 

Rugby union is a small but growing sport there. 

“A lot of the guys come from rugby playing towns where 
there are good under-age rugby clubs,” said Artemyev. 

“It’s really a matter of what town you are from at the 
moment because it is not on the school curriculum at the 
moment. If you come from a town where rugby has been 
for decades then you’re quite likely to be involved in it, and 
if there is a professional team in town or nearby you are 
likely to be picked up if you want to continue. 

“At the moment it’s really regional - Moscow, Siberia, 
Krasnoyarsk, and a few other towns that play rugby. 

“It’s all a matter of growing it from the under-age rugby 
and rugby being included in the school curriculum. 

“I think there have been talks about it already and for the 
last year or so I’ve seen a lot of amateur clubs popping up 
here and there, and amateur competitions being held.” 

His arrival at Franklin’s Gardens will of course be delayed 
due to being one of eight Saints players featuring on the 
global stage. 

Artemyev has already met his new team-mates though, 
and even featured against them when Northampton 
hosted Russia in their pre-season opener. 

He will be battling it out with the likes of Chris Ashton, 
Noah Cato and Paul Diggin for a place on the wing 
k when he arrives, but the 24-year-old is looking 
i forward to the challenge. 

He said: “There’s a lot of competition there, but 
they’re also really nice guys. 

* “I had a few weeks here during pre-season 
and that’s really a good time where you form 
some strong bonds with the guys because you 
are put through some difficult training. 

“I’m really looking forward to coming back 
here after the World Cup, and this will 
hopefully be my home for the next 
few years. It’s only with the 

competition that 
you can grow as 
a player, so I 
think I’ve had a 
long enough run 
in Russia playing 
a good standard 
of rugby and 
international games, 
and, of course, we have a 
World Cup to look forward 
to. After that, I’m looking forward to 
coming to play rugby in England and it’s 
3 really top class standard of rugby 
here, so what else can you wish for?”

IT IS not often that you will hear a

Although the Cobblers ended up 
being edged out 2-1 by substitute Lee 
Novak’s late goal at Sixfields in the 
midweek game, it was still an impres¬ 
sive showing from Gary Johnson’s 
side, with Jacobs drawing praise from 
the boss afterwards. 

The 19-year-old put his perform¬ 
ance down to those two matches on 
the bench, saying: “He [Johnson] felt 
that leaving me out of the side will 
help me in the long run and I agree. 

“I thought in the last few games I 
hadn’t really done what I do best, and 
sometimes when you’re ineffective 
you have to come out of the team to 
realise it, and I did. 

“It was a reality check for me, so I sat 
out and tonight I think I showed that 
I deserve to play. 

“I think getting left out of the team 
makes you realise that it’s not nice to 


be out of the team and you really want 
to be back in there. 

“So you work harder in training and 
try to do better when you come on the 
pitch as a sub. 

“I’ve missed a few games so it’s nice 
just to be back in the team really. 

“I felt more like my old self, I don’t 
know if that’s playing against higher 
level opposition or just me being me, 
but it’s nice to be back to playing 
well.” 

Jacobs headed home a first half 
equaliser just minutes after Donal 
McDermott had put Huddersfield in 
front, and he could well have given 
the home side the lead inside the last 
ten minutes had Terriers keeper Ian 
Bennett not pulled off a fine save. 

Jacobs believes that he and his 
team-mates can take plenty of posi¬ 
tives into Saturday’s League Two 
encounter away to Southend United, 
particularly after last weekend’s 2-0 
defeat at home to Morecambe. 

“We had to come out and show the 
fans tonight that we are a good team 
and I think we did that,” he said, 
adding: “We played with confidence, 
we moved the ball well and we cre¬ 
ated chances. 

“If you look at it, in this league two 
or three wins can push you from 19th, 
where we are now, to up to sixth or 
seventh. Southend is winnable, as is 
any game in this league whether that’s 
away from home or at home.

The past year has seen a flurry of major construction 
projects being undertaken at the College which will 
provide students with new and exciting state-of-the-art 
facilities.
